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Tinis  biblio;;,raphy  is   an  etteinpt  at  a  ;^ener£l  listing  of 
relevairb  recreation  research  references  for  the.  recreation 
professional  or  student.     It  is  by  no  means  completely 
comprehensive  or  exliaustivej   however,  it  does  have  the 
advaiita^e  of  '^enerally  presentin^^  material  uliich  is  readily 
available,   and,   of  course,   has  a  somewhat  Canadian  slant 
to  it.     For  these  reasons,  it  may  prove  useful  to  numerous 
persons. 

In  addLtion,   because  the  author's  background  and  e:5)erience 
is  in  the  social  side  of  recreation  research,   the  bibliography 
naturally  tends  to  favour  that  aspect  of  recreation  and 
leisure.     As  a  result  of  most  recreation  research  bein,], 
out-of-door  oriented,   again  the  bibliography  takes  on  an 
outdoor  rocreation  research  slant. 

The  section  on  University  theses  and  dissertations,  it 
should  be  noted,  was   almost  exclusively  gleaned  from  a 
number  of  geographical  theses  reference  sources.     It  is, 
therefore,   only  representative  of  geograpliical  recreation 
research  in  Canada  and  to  some  extent,  the  United  States. 

A  number  of  ma^or  periodicals,   onli^  a  few  of  which  are 
comprehensively  covered  by  tliis  bibliography,   can  be 
consulted  by  those  interested  in  the  field  of  recreation 
research.
